Mormons Sincere in Their Profes- 

sions on the Subject. 
Lake, April 12.— By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The annual conference of the 
Mormon Church, which has closed a four- 
days’ session, brought people from all 
States and Territories where there are Mor- 
mons. A feature of the occasion was an 
epistle signed by Wilford Woodruff in de- 
half of the twelve apostles, which differs 
materially in tone from similar papers 
issued by his predecessors. It is an ex- 
hortation to the people to lead pure lives, 
being simply such an epistie as any bishop 
or of a Christian 1 
might give to his flock. he late 
president, John T. Taylor, used to 
make use of these episties to advocate 


lygamy and 10 its rightfalness by ref- 
erenees to the Old 


Testament and the al- 
eged Mormon revelations. but President 
W oodruff has ignored the subject, evidently 
being determined to keep the church in line 
with the movement inaugurated a year ago 
to abolish the plural-wife system. 
A significant circumstance is the fact that 
during the conference a young elder from 
the country, named Clawson, being called 
to the pulpit, spoke in favorof the practice 
of polygamy, ever since which deep indiy- 
nation has been expressed by the public, 
and interviews with leading Mormons 
that they are as deeply 
chagrined by the young man’s reck- 
and unauthorized utterances as the 
others. The elder is openty censured and 
his advocacy of polygamy denounced by 
minent churchmen, as well as the pub- 
ic, which believed in the fact that the 
practice had not been ached since the 
adoption last year of the proposed State 
constitution forbidding it, and thought 
that the last of its advocacy had been heard. 
The sensation which Clawson’s utterances 
occasioned, and the earnestness with which 
his discourse is condemned and repudiated, 
go far to prove that the Mormons are sin- 
cere in their declarations in the press and on 
the witness stand that they have abandoned 
poly amy. The absence of any mention of 
tin Woodruff’s epistle is favorably com- 
mented on by the masses ot Mormons and 
by Gentiles who begia to believe that the 
saints are sincere in their professions, es- 
pecially as there are no evidences that 
polyg«mous marriages have taken place for 
more than a year.

A THOUSAND STRIKES. 


What They Have Cost the Country 
and the St: ikers. 

The New York Sun _ publishes a 
record of 1000 strikes which have oc- 
| curred in this country since January 1, 
1887. The following is a summary: 
About 3 per cent. of all the strikes of 
1887 were for peuliar causes difficult to 
classify. The others,or 97 per cent.,may 
be grouped under three causes: De- 
mand for fewer hours’ work, or higher 
W „ 542 strikes, or 63 r cent.; 
trades unions deman is other than 
wages aud hours, 225 strikes, or 
26 per cent.; sympathetic strikes, 68, or 
8 per cent. Oi of the 884 strikes n- 
augurated in 1887, 247 were successful, 
and 115 more were compromised upon 


about $13,500,000. The money loss in 
the successful strikes may be estimated 
at $2,400,000 in wages. or about $18.75 
for each striker. It is impossible to 
he a trustworthy estimate of the loss 

general business interests from the 
same causes, and to the consumers 
upon whom many strikes reacted in the 
raising of prices for staple products. 
One of the most important features 
of recent strike history has been the 
development of combinutions among 
employers, not only those in the same 
line of business and in the same local- 
ity, but among those widely separated 
and identified with diverse pursuits. 
It was against such a combination that 
the shoemakers of Worcester county 
vainly gh, — and the building 
trades in Chicago were defeated by a 
similar method. The employers have 
learned a lesson from their employés.

SANTA BARBARA, April12.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The last day’s session of 
the State Fruit-growers Convention was 
held today. Mark L. McDonald of Santa 
Rosa read a poem by Albert F. Kercheval 
of Los Angeles on the “Fature of Santa 
Barbara.” 

A long and interesting on “Orna- 
mental Plants and Shru was read by 
Prof. W. C. Fora of this — Between the 
thirtieth and thirty-second dégrees of north 
latitude, and between the one hundred and 
fourth and the one hundred and eighteenth 
degrees of west longitude, said Mr.
